ceeding twenty cents on tbe one 
hundred dollars of the assessed 
valuation of said county for tbe 
pnrposeof paying t» e interest 
on said indebtedness*' and pro¬ 
viding a sinking fund for the 
payment of aaid indebtedness”, 
[t voted this amendment it will 
beobseivqd, will give tbe peo¬ 
ple of each county the right to 
vote anpajiditional indebtedness, 
t.hev may desire for road pur¬ 
poses, provided it doe* not ex¬ 
ceed five per cent of the value of 
its taxable property. Tbia will 
give each covotv the opportuni¬ 
ty 10 improve its roads &? it de¬ 
sires, so that the county that de¬ 
tires good roads will have to pay 
the &x. and tbe countv which 
lesires poor roads will have no 
tax to pay for that purpose. 
One feature in particular which 
will recommend itself to the peo¬ 
ple is that the indebtedness can 
^not be incurred until it h*s been 
voted upon by tbe people. This 
is a much better way to obtaic 
the sense of the people upon a 
proposition of this kind than 
through their representatives, 
oecause the proposition itself, 
will be tbe direct object of con¬ 
sideration, This amendment, if 
adopted, will place in tbe hand* 
of tbe people of each county, 
the power to improve their 
roads as they desire, they alone 
to pay for the improvement. If 
this amendment becomes effect¬ 
ive then the coanty coart may 
propose an indebtedness for a 
specified amount, next a special 
election will be celled in tbe 
county to vote on tnis indebted¬ 
ness. If it is voted, then bond*, 
viil be issued for the amount of 
me debt, which would probably
